For us peace reigns everywhere. 
We desire to perpetuate it always 
by granting full justice to others 
and requiring of others full jus- 
tice to ourselves. 5 

Our country has one cardina! 
principle to maintain in its foreign 
policy. It is an American princi- 
ple. It must be an American poli- 
cy. We attend to our own affairs, 
conserve our own strength, and 
protect the Interests of our own 
citizens; but we recognize thor- 
oughly our obligation to help oth- 
ers, reserving to the decision of 
our own judgment the time, the 
place, and the method. We real- 
ize the common bond of humanity. 
We know the inescapable law of 
service. 

Our country has definitely re- 
fused to adopt and ratify the co- 
venant of the League of Nations. 
We have not felt warranted in as- 
suming the responsibilities which 
its members have assumed. I am 
not proposing any change in this 
policy; neither is the Senate. The 
incident, so far as we are con- 
cerned, is closed. The League ex- 
ists as a foreign agency. We hope 
it will be helpful. But the United 
States seo no reason to limit its 
own freedom and independence of 
action by joining it. We shalk do 
well to recognize this basic fact in 
all national affairs and govern our- 
selves accordingly. 


Our foreign policy has always 
been guided by two principles. The 
one is the avoidance of permanent 
political alliances which would sac- 
rifice our proper independence. 
The other is the peaceful settle- 
ment of controversies between na- 
tions. By example and by treaty 
we have advocated arbitration. For 
almost twenty-five years we have 
been a member of The Hague Tri- 
bunal, and have long sought the 
creation of a permanent World 
Court of Justice. I am in full ac- 
cord with both of these policies. 
I favor the establishment of such 
a court intended to include the 
whole world. That is, and has 
long been, an American policy.

Since the close of the last Congress the nation has lost President Harding. 
The world knew his kindness and his humanity, his greatness and his character.

We have relieved their pitiable 
destitution with an enormous char- 
ity. Our government offers no ob- 
jection to the carrying on of com- 
merece by our citizens with the 
people of Russia. Our gevern- 
ment does not propose, however, 
to enter into relations with an- 
other regime which refuses to rec- 
oxnize the sanctity of international 
obligations. I do not propose to 
barter away for the privilege of 
trade any of the chérished rights 
of humanity. I do not propose to 
make merchandise of any Ameri- 
can principles. These rights and 
principles must go wherever the 
sanctions of our government go. 

But while the favor of America 
is not for sale, Iam willing to make 
very large concessions for the 
purpose of rescuing the people 
of Russia. Already encouraging 
evidences of returning to the an- 
cient ways of society can be de- 
tected. But more are needed. 
Whenever there appears any dis- 
position to compensate our citi- 
zens who were despoiled, and to 
recognize that debt contracted 
with our government, not by the 
Czar, but by the newly formed Re- 
public of, Russia; whenever the ac- 
tive spi of enmity to our inst!- 
tutions is abated; whenever there 
appear works mete for repentance: 
our country ought to be the first 
to go to the economic and mora! 
rescue of Russia. We have every 
desire to help and no desire to in- 
jure. We hope the time is near at 


hand when we can act.

Herbert M. Asquith, leader of 
the reunited Liberal party, weath- 
ereg the storm which seemed to 
threaten to unseat him at Paisley, 
retaining his membership in the 
house by a vote of 9723 against 
7977, polled by J. M. Biggar, La- 
bor. 

Churchill was defeated by F. 
W. Pethick-Lawrence, Labor, for 
West Leicester. Pethick-Lawrence 
is one of the foremost advocates 
of a capital levy. 


HENDERSON BEATEN 

Arthur Henderson, secretary of 
the Labor party, lost his seat for 
East Newcastle to Sir R. W. Aske, 
Liberal. 

This is one of the most significent 
Liberal gains, as Newcastle is a 
Labor stronghold. Henderson's 
majority in the bye election 
1923 was 4384. 

In the Withington division 
Manchester, E. D. Simon, Libe 
defeated the Conservative cead

Obregon Hurries to Capital to Lead 
Forces in Quelling Uprising;

VERA CRUZ, Dec. 6.—Five Mexican States are in open 
rebellion against President Obregon and Gen. P. Elias Calles, 
Obregon’s candidate for the Presidency, according to informa 


tion reaching here. The military in

San Luis Potosi, Chihuahua, Michoacan, and Tamaulipas, are 
said to have repudiated the Federal government, ousted es 4 
Federal office holders and substituted their own men. . 


The commander of the Gulf 
fleet, the chief of marines and 
several leading generals forwaré- 
ed a message to President Obre- 
gon declaring they had resolved to 
“assume the defense of the insti- 
tutions offended so seriously by 
the government you represent, for 
the good of the country.” 


MEETING AT VERA CRUZ 

The meeting was conducted here 
in the home of Gen. Guadalupe 
Sanchez, chief of military opera- 
tions and was attended by com- 
mandant of the Gulf fleet, Hiram 
Toledo, Chief of Marines Alfonso 
Calcanes and Gens. Najera, Loyo.

These troops 
now hold advanced positions at 
Perote, on the Inter-Oceantic Rail- 
way at Maltrata, on the Mexican 
Railway lines, and at Tierra Blanca, 
on the Isthmian Raltllway.

MELLON TAX 
BILL READY 
FOR ACTION 


Draft of Measure Sent to 
Capitol for Presentation 
in House 


(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6. — The 
Treasury Department already has 
drafted and sent to the Capitol 4 
bill embodying Secretary Mellon's 
suggestion for tax revision, which 
will serve as a basis for commit- 
tee consideration in the House. 

A fight over the treasury pro- 
posals has been brewing for sev-, 
eral weeks and early presentation 
of a revision measure is expected 
to bring the issue to the front at 


the very outset of the session. 

The firét round of the contest 
will take place in the Ways and 
Means Committee. Committee plans 
still are somewhat indefinite, but 
it is assumed that several weeks 
will be taken up in examination 
of the proposed changes before 4 
report is made bringing the meas- 
ure formally before the House for 
debate.

Plain-Spoken Message Given 
_ Wide Approval 

Democrats and Insurgents 
Alone Displeased 

Republican Leaders Strong 
in Their Praise 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6,—~Presl- 
dent Coolidge’s first annul mes- 
sage, delivered before Congress to- 
day, was received with widely 
varying expressions of opiniun, 
ranging from unqualified indorse- 
ment to complete disapprova). 

Nearly everyone, including even 
Representative Victor Berger, So- 
clalist, Wisconsin, agreed that it 
was a courageous message, but 
views differed radically concerning 
its effect on the country. Repub- 
lican leaders were enthusiastic in 


their praise. Insurgent Repub- 
licans either criticised the mes- 
sage or remained silent. Demo- 


crats, as Was to be expected, gen- 
erally rapped it as “a standpat 
document.” 

Following are some of the com- 
ments of leaders in both houses: 


STRONG MESSAGE 

Senator Lodge, Republican, Mas- 
sachusetts, Republican leader in 
the Senate: “It seems to me a 
most excellent message.

President to Seek Backing of

Message Wins Approval in 
Washington 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.-——Presi- 
dent Coolidge will be a candidate 
in the California primaries and in 
every State where Presidential 
primaries are held. This has been 
definitely decided upon and steps 
to that end will be taken within 
a few days.

Missionaries’ Letters: Tell 
of. Terror Reign in Honan.

[BY CABILZ—EXCLUSITE DISPATCH) 

PEKING, Dec. 6.—Letters from 
foreign missionaries who have ar- 
rived at Yunyang, a walled city of 
400.000 population, on the Han 
River in Hupeh province, tell 
blood-curdling stories of life in the 
Honan, Hupeh and Shensi districts, 
from which all foreigners are in 
flight. 

Lao Yang-Ren's bandit army of 
19,9000 men, the letters say, recent- 
ly captured Likwankie, a town of 
25.909 inhabitants, in the center of 
the Honan opium traffic, by scaling 
the walls with bamboo ladders aft- 
er a day and night of continuous 
attack. . 

As punishment for the resistance 


| Then they were b urned alive. All 


offered by the town, all the men 
and boys were killed. Many were 
beheaded with dull straw-cutting 
knives, but as this method proved 
too laborious, the victimes were tied 
in groupts of twelve and kero- 
sene was poured on their clothing. 


Christians were slain and the mis- 
sion stations were burned. 

After killing 2000 and burning 
Likwankia, the bandit army 
crossed the Hupeh border. 

In a surpriee attack the outlaws 
captured Yunsi, a walled town. 
Hundreds were executed by the in- 
vaders, but only a few women were 
taken prisoner. and only about 
290 houses were burned, because 
the resistance was weaker.

FIFTEEN ON THE BOARD 


The amendment provides that. 
the original members of the Hous- 
ing Commission, fifteen in number, 
be appointed by the Mayor before 
July 10, 1926. The original board 
would assume the organisation 
work and cease to ist after sixty 
days, after which time the Mayor 
would appoint twelve members 
from the twenty-five largest bond- 
holders in the commission, and 
three commissioners not necessar- 
ily connected with the commission 
to form the regular commission. 

The appointees of the Mayor 
would be subject to confirmation 
of the City Council and serve terms 
of three years. 

“Under this system,” Mr. Mead 
pointed out, “the Housing Com- 
mission would be composed of men 
whose services would be invalu- 
able. Leading financiers of the 
city would be on the board as I 
have been personally assured by 
several of the leading citizens that 
they would take large biocs of the 
bonds when they are put on the 
market. in addition to that, the 
Chamber of Commerce and other 
organizations have pledged their 
support_in a selling campaign for 
the bonds. The type of men that 
would be on the commission would 
insure the efficient and economical 
management of its affairs.” 

Although the lots taken in by 
the Housing Commission would be 
tax-exempt, the city would in the 
end benefit, Mr. Mead declared. As 
soon as the residence or apart- 
ment building ie completed and 
the title returned to the original 
owner of the lot, the city may 
again collect taxes, and in place 
of having a Vacant lot to levy aa- 
sessments against, it would be able 
to collect taxes on the lot« as well 
as the improvements, he stated.

Tax Collector Goodcell 
Reports Heavy Increase in 
Levies Paid | 


Federal tax d last November 
on near-beers, grape juice and 
ginger ale represented sales of 


18,642,233 glasses, compared with 
13,368,000 for November, 1922; or 
an increase of 5,273,833 glasses, 
according to United States Collec- 
tor of Internal Revenue Goodcell. 
Fountain syrups on which tax 
was paid were capable of produc- 
ing 11,916,298 glasses of soda 
water, against 9,536,000 for Novem- 
ber last year. : 

Manufacturers of carbonic acid 
gas reported taxable sales that 
woud make 1,197,626 glasses of 
charged drinks, compared with 
617,400 in November of last year. 
While the soft-drink business 
increased, 52.225 in taxes was 
collected during November on 
87.042 gallons of grape brandy to 
be used in fortifying sweet wines. 
This quantity would produce ap- 
proximately 600,000 gallons of 
sweet wines ranging from 14 to 21 
per cent of alcoholic content. Last 
November only, $15,977 was paid, 
and 26,630 gallons of brandy used 
in fortifying 186,00 gallons of port, 
museatel, sherry, burgundy and 
other sweet wines. *

Business Chances 


American Trade Envoy of 
Tokio Arrives 


Since Earthquake 


Japan today offers greater-com- 
mercial possibilities for Americans 


than ever before, says Paul P. 
Steintorf, assistant trade commis- 


Department of Commerce. who is 
now on a tour of this country to 
promote trade relations with the 
Japanese. 

Mr. Steintort will make his head- 
quarters at the Chamber of Com- 
merce during his stay here, where 
he will be available for conferences 
on Japan with persons or firms in- 
‘terested in the situation in that 
country. 

“The attitude of the Japanese 
toward Americans has undergone 
& remarkable change since the 
earthquake,” said Mr. Steintorf. 
“We have noticed it particularly 
at the Embassy. Prior to the ca- 
tastrophe they were civil enough, 
but the Was no spontaneity in 
their demeanor. Now it's just the 
Opposite. They can't do enough 


given the preference in business 
matters, Now the Americans are 
favored. 


APPRECIATIVE RACE 

“The Japanese are an intensely 
appreciative people, and the way 
America came to their assistance 
has reacted in favor of this coun- 
try. Popular demonstrations ex- 
pressive of their gratitude toward 
the Americans have been numer- 
ous. Their fear of this country, if 
any ever existed, has been oblit- 
erated, and they now consider 
America their best friend.” 

This change in sentiment will 
operate in favor of a great exten- 
sion of American trade in Japan, 
Mr. Steintorf believes. 

“Signs of increased business are 
already apparent. Vast quantities 
of lumber, steel and other Ameri- 
ean raw materials are coming in 
or have been contract for. These 
will be used in reconstruction. They 
will be followed by manufactured 
products — machinery, building 
equipment, appliances for the reha- 
bilitation of the transportation sys- 
tems of Tokio and Yokohama, and 
stocks of goods for the shops that 
were destroyed by the fire.” - 


RESOLUTE SPIRIT 


Mr. Steintorf says he never saw a 
more resolute spirit anywhere than 
that displayed by the Japanese in 
the fact of the destruction of their 
two principal cities. 

“After the firet shock was over 
the whole population went to work 
to repair the damage. Everybody 
is taking part, irrespective of class 
distinction. They are furnishing 
an object lesson in co-operation 
that I never saw equaled before. 
The result is that a visitor in Tokio 
at this time will find business go- 
ing on much as it did before the 
earthquake. It is @ansact«d in tem- 
porary structures, but they are 
carrying on. 

“In Yokohama, where the de- 
struction was practically complete, 
the expert businéss has been large- 
ly re-@stablished, and goods are 
being shipped out in a steadily in- 
creasing volume. I should say 
that this year’s exportation of raw 
silk, which is the principal export 
product from Yokohama, will not 
be reduced more than 15 per cent, 
despite the destruction.” " 

RBOCORDS BURNED 

Mr. Steintorf spoke of the burn- 
ing of the American Embassy, 
stating that valuable records and 
documents, accumulated for many 
years, were lost. 

“The Emba building with- 
stood the earthquake fairly well, 


left nothing but 2 heap of ashes. 
The Embassy is now occupying a 
wing of the Imperial Hotel until 
a new building can be erected.

of Cox License 


State Corporation Commissioner 
Daugherty has been upheld by the 
First District Court of Appeal in 
revoking the broker's license of 
Harry B. Cox, according to word 
received here yesterday by Harry 
W. Moore, chief auditor of the de- 
partment. The case is of wide in- 
terest to brokers because it i« the 
first of its kind to be reviewed by 
the Appellate Court since the Cor- 
poration Department adopted the 
procedure of conducting a genera!

Cox 
was arrested on charges of em- 
begzliement and violation of the 
Corporate Securities Act. These 
cases are now pending in the Oak- 
land courts.

Orange Crop 
Tulare County 
Enormous One 


TERRA BELLA, Dec. 6.—Bust- 
ness is humming in the ” * dis- 
tricts of Tulare county, where a 
navel orange crop. estimated to 
return about $7,000,000 to the 
growers is being harvested. Hun- 
dreds of workers have been at 
tracted to the groves and pack- 
ing-houses. Monster fruit trains 
are pulling out every. night over 
the Southern Pacific and Manta We 
railroads. The new packing 
schéme permite 462 boxes of 
Oranges in a car, as compared with 
396 boxes in former years. Most 
of the cars now employed will car- 
ry the larger load. 

Packers are paid 7 cents per 
bex and many of the experts re- 
ceive as high as $7 or $8 per day. 
During the rush the packing-housces 
continue seven days in the week 
and otten far into the night. Pick- 
ing ‘s paid by the hour and by the 
box, 89 cents for the hour and 8 
cents for the box. 

The 1923 crop tn Tulare county 
is of exceptional quality. although 
many of the small sizes prevail. 
F. O. B. prices to date have been 
very satisfactory. The first and 
second pools usually top the mar- 
ket, which settles down after the 
firet rush of fruit is sold. The 
general tendency in Tulare county 
is to get as much fruit as possi- 
bie into the earlier pools. 

The Terra Bella house will 
pack three times as much fruit 
as was shipped during its first sea- 
son, while the Grand View. which 
draws from the local district, will 
ship as many cars as the Terra 
Bella house. The Richgrove-Jas- 
mine house is expected to ship 
about 100 cars. 

Lindsay will make the heaviest 
shipment of the county, it being 
estimated that the seventeen 
houses will ship 62 per cent of 
the county's fruit.

PRODIGAL SONS WELCOMED 


Government Officials Give Corporations Chance to 


Reform on Antitrust Violations Here 


The local campaign of Atty.-Gen. Daugherty against corporations 


and individuals alleged to violate the Sherman anti-trust law, 


has 


progressed locally to a point when definite action will soon be taken. 


Some months ago, Herbert El- 

lis, a deputy in the office of U. 8. 
Dist.-Atty. Burke, was designated 
by the Attorney-General to have 
charge of all proposed prosecu’ 
tlons under the provisions of the 
Sherman law, within the local ju- 
dicial district. He has been en- 
gaged on the task ever since. 
As the Antitrust Act has been 
variously interpreted by the Fed- 
eral judges, the enactment is not 
only punitive in its character, but 
curative. If any individual or cor- 
poration charged with violating the 
law, agrees to mend the weys that 
are complained of, there has been 
found a way to avoid prosecution 
by an agreement on the part of 
the defendants that they will mend 
their ways of doing business and 
agree to not again offend. 


PROSECUTION AVOLDED 


This has been done in at least 
two actions brought in the oral 
Federal court. in which the Ven- 
tura bean growers and the Fresno 
county reisin men were involved. 
In these instances, a friendly stip- 
ulation was signed. by which all 
future violations of the antitrust 
law have been avoided. In both 
cases the combinations of bean 
and raisin men agreed to modify 
the form of their contracts and 
otherwise comply with the law.

And with that on file in the 
Department of Justice, and that 
gathered by Mr. Ellis within the 
past six months, there is a for- 
midable showing of testimony. 

The proposed line of action by 
the government in the cases al- 
lewed to involve violation of the 
Sherman Antitrust Act involves 
an opportunity to be given the 
corporations and individuals in- 
volved a chance to change their 
method of doing business. That 
this will be generally accepted 
goes without saying. In instances 
where there is no disposition to 
meet the govermment halfway, 
criminal actions will be filed in 
the United States District Court. 

Mr. Ellis is authority for tbe 
statement that, a number of al- 
leged violations of the Sherman 
law have been called to his at- 
tention, and that in his opinion 
there were quite a wumber of in- 
stances where the ptoposed de- 
fendants would be en an op- 
portunity to promise “be good,” 
thus escaping a criminal prosecu- 
tion. In other instances prepara- 
tions were being made to invoke 
the majesty of the law, with a view 
to putting an end to the claimed 


illegal practices. in restraint of 
trade.
